By the,late explosion Gen. Newton 
simultaneously broke up a reef of dan- 
gerous rocks and put himself in the 


front rank of practical engineers, He 


successfully did what no one haa before 
accomphished... He exploded neariv 
fifty thousand pounds of dynamite, ni- 
tro-glycerine and giant powder near 
densely-populated districts... without 
an aecident or change ©‘ of 
programme. He displaced and 
broke up 43,000 cubic yards of rovk 
that laid twenty feet below the surface 
of a swift channel. His mining and 
explosive preparations were perfect, 
and. all the soundings thus far made. 


lead to the belief that the aangerous 
reef, is a coinplete wreck. 
Thet¢ are $223,000 available for the 


prosecution of further work at Hell 
Gate; but as a large part of this sum 
will be required for thé removal of the 
rocks ‘scattered. by. the explosion 
of last. Sunday,» two years 
or more will: probably elapse before 
Flood Rock ¢an*'be blown out. The 
latter lies about eight hundred feet from 
the scene of the. late explosion, and 
covers seven acres, or twice the areaiof 
the shattered reef. When Flood Rock 
18 removed there will be a fine channel 
for the sound trade; but it will scarce- 
ly become a safe and practicable route 
for the large steamships that cross the 
Atlantic.. The water is too swift to let 
them through with safety. Sub-aque- 
ous blasts may however render it safe 
for even those ships, and.thus shorten; 
the Atlantic passage twelve hours. 
Nothing is apparently impossible’ in 
modern er gineering.
